meet with his men two days after 
every last "Sammy" had been disem- 
barked, luggage and all, from the 
great American transports. 


"This is the happiest of the busiest 


Klays I have spent in France, preparing 
for the arrival of our first contingent," 
the commander-in-chief of the Ameri- 
can forces declared. 


"Today I have seen our troops safe 


on French soil from transports safe- 
guarded in their passage by the 're 
siiurceful vigilance of our navy-

>and his staff.

army' uniform. 


American speed and American en- 
ergy have made their indelible im- 
pression on the city.

Not the least contributing element to 
the noise is the chatter of the Amer- 
ican soldiers and sailors trying out 
their French on the inhabitants and 
the French searching their minds and 
twisting their tongues trying to talk 
English.

General Pelletier who spoke the first 
words of welcome to General Sibert. 
commanding the troopp under General 
Pershing. 
as he stepped formally 


ashore amid cheers and the playing 
of bands.FIGHTERS MEET. 


But the first words exchanged be- 


tween an American fightinor ir.an and 
his French brother in arms \\L-re be- 
tween a 
husky bluejacket and a 


French soldier sentry. The bluejacket 
was a member of the crew of an 
American fighting craft which scooted 
ahead into the harbor before the 
waiting throng there had spied out the 
gray bulk of the convoying warships 
and the transports they guarded. This 
man-o'-warsman swung alongside the 
dock and yelled a joyous greetine to 
the Frenchman. The Poilu didn't un- 
derstand the "Sammy." but he grinned 
back as the American waved and 
hustled back to his station. Then over 
the low deck of this vessel the crowd 
made out the big war-grav transports 
entering the harbor.

guard craft turned swiftly and dashed 
off. 
It nestled a moment beside a 


basket-masted warship then entering. 
its signals wigwagging a report to 
Admiral Cleaves, commanding 
the 


squadron, that all was O. K. 


The warship came on. Then behind

The soldiers, pouring ashore, said 


their passage was a smooth one. Dis- 
cipline was perfect throughout.

But somebody bungled. Either the information 
committee disregarded the intention of the State 
Department to show the Eio Janeiro government 
the courtesy of permitting it first to publish the 
news, or the committee got its dates mixed and 
printed the official notes one Friday too early. 
Again, it may be that the State Department left 
It to the Creel committee to make the announce- 
ment to the American people, and it took the 
obscure and dilatory course of printing it at leisure 
in the "bulletin." 


"The note which the President of Brazil directed 
Ambassador Da Gama to transmit to the American 
government is aa important document in Pan- 
American history. It signifies Brazil's leadership 
in recognizing the doctrine of solidarity of the 
peoples of the American continent in the defense 
of national liberties. 


By the enactment of the law revoking neutrality, 


Brazil says that "The Republic thus recognized the 


• fact that one of the belligerents [in the European 


war] is a constituent portion of the American con- 
tinent and that we are bound to that belligerent 
by traditional friendship and the same sentiment, 
in the defense of the vital interests of America and 
the accepted, principles cf Jaw." 
(The italicization 


l» AitJi XiUKU-Mi S.J 


The note goes on to state: 
"Brazil ever was and now is free from warlike 


ambitions, and while it always, refrained from 
showing any partiality in the "European conflict, 
it could no longer stand unconcrned when the 
struggle involved the United States, actuated by no 
interest whatever but solely for the sake of interna- 
tional judicial order, and when Germany included 
us and the other neutral powers in the most violent 
ficts of war. 
• "While the comparative lack of reciprocity on 
the part of the American republics divested until 
now the Monroe Doctrine of its true character, by 
permitting of an interpretation based on the pre- 
rogatives of their sovereignty, the present events 
which brought Brazil even now to the side of the 
United States at a critical moment in the history 
of the world, are still imparting to our foreign 
policy a practical shape of continental solidarity, 
a policy, however, that was also that of the former 
regime whenever any of the other sister friendly 


nations of The American continent was concerned. 
The republic strictly observed our political and 
diplomatic traditions and remained true to the 
liberal principles in which the nation was nur- 
tured." 


Readers of THE TRIBUNE will recall that the 


suggestion was made in these columns two months 
ago that the time had arrived in the affairs of the 
American nations to give a broader meaning and 
a new significance to the Monroe Doctrine; to make 
it the instrument of a partnership of nations for 
the preservation of human liberties and legal rights 
for all the nations on the American continent. It 
was pointed out that all the republics of Latin 
America had achieved permanency for their polit- 
ical and social institutions and were entitled to be 
considered partnerti in the grand enterprise of de-_ 
fending human rights in the western hemisphere 
from assault from any quarter. 


Brazil has, by her deeds and words, blazed the 


way toward this happy goal and has sounded 
the sk»gan of '•Continental esohdariiy,% a policy 
which drew her "to the side of the United States 
at a critical moment in the history of the world." 


"YANKEE DOODLE." 


Professor Daniel Gregory Mason, head of the 


department of music at Columbia university, and 
sometime a composev and critic, is conducting a 
class in the university summer school at Berkeley. 
He says that "Yankee Doodle1' is poor music. 


Pity for Prof. Mason and pity for the simple mu- 


sician. "Yankee Doodle'' has been the triumphant 
marching air for American soldiers going to bat- 
tles for the cause of freedom for 140 years. It has 
put song into sore hearts, it has given men the 
courage to die in the hell of battle, and made others 
giad to live when tney came out of it. It has helped 
men to be heroes on the battlefields of every war 
in which America has taken part. It today thrills 
men and women to as high enthusiasm as it did in 
1776. 
If there is an air that revives more stirring 


memories we have yet to hear it. 


If these things do not make a musical composition 


"great," a treasure in the literature of a nation, 
then pray wha't does? 


If anyone wishes to condemn "Yankee Doodle" 


he must resort to terms of the musical specialist, 
to the technical phrases of art. He enters dan- 
gerous ground when he attempts to convey an idea 
of unworthiness by the use of popular adjectives. 
As a selection for fife and drum, simple instru- 
ments of simple folk, "Yankee Doodle" hasn't an 
equal.

We have not tried to set a price

"s'Jch co-operation of force among the 
great nations as may be necessary to 
maintain peace and freedom through- 
out the world."

Similar claims have been rejected by 
Auditor Clay.

mayor Is taken to indicate that an ef- 
fort will be made to abolish 
the 


bureau. 
Miss McCall does not agree 


•with the mayor and says she "re- 
grets that I cannot take your advice 
in this particular matter." 


In a communication addressed to 


Miss McCall today, the mayor says: 
"Until further notice I hereby In- 


struct you to incur no further indebt- 
edness against the city for any cases 
•whatsoever until the case has been 
presented to my office for approval, as 
the laws governing the expenditures 
of the city's funds must be Btrictly 
enforced, and, as the head of the de- 
partment of public affairs, I ana re- 
sponsible for the Woman's Protective 
Bureau. 
' 
UTTtE WORK LEFT. 


"It would appear that the Woman's 


Protective Bureau must limit its -work 
±rom now on very materially Jn order 
to be free from the charge that its 
only, function is an over-lapping into 
the field in which the city has no 
responsibility. 
On the other hand, by 
eliminating all of this over-lapping it 
may be very difficult to justify the 
maintenance of this bureau upon the 
very small field remaining within its 
Jurisdiction." 


The attitude of Mayor Davie is that 
the bureau should be abolished sor 
relegated to a strict supervision of 
cases that may come before it without 
its officials being authorized to do 
more than make 
recommendations. 
Miss McCall, the secretary, is under 
civil service standing, 


BILL ILLEGAL? 


In her capacity as secretary Miss 


McCall has insurred bills for board 
and room for a woman and her chUd 
and others for room rent for another 
woman. 
These claims were rejected.
